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Well water sampling finds 


SPRINGFIELD — If you’re going to 
drink from the well, have it tested. 

A statewide random sampling of 
private drinking-water wells found 
nearly half were contaminated, and the 
results were worse for wells tested in 
the Metro Hast area. 

Health officials urge owners to have 
the wells tested at least once a year. © 

“There’s no cause for alarm, but a lot 
of the’ owners could probably stand ¥o 
be a little more concerned,”’ said Stave 
Shireman, environmental health director 
for the health departments in Calhoun, 
Jersey and Greene counties. ‘‘A lot of 
people could have ‘well-water-related 
illnesses and write it off as the flu or a 
virus.”” 


The potential health hazard of 
contaminated private wells depends on 
individual circumstances, Illinois 
Department of Public Health spokesman 
Tom Schafer said. 

“You will find people who have used 
that well their whole life and develo, 
what is called a gut immunity, but then 
they will have problems when they get 
older or if there is a newborn infant in 
the household. 

“The other concern is if you have 
contaminated well water and it is used 
to wash food that is taken to a county 
fair, for example, and there are other 
people getting ill from it who haven’t 
developed an immunity.”’ 

Diarrhea, vomiting and other flu-like 


symptoms are typical reactions to 
conta’ ated water, Schafer said. 

Preliminary results for private wells 
tested statewide show 44 percent had 
some contamination. 

In Madison County, seven of eight 
wells tested positive for coliform 
bacteria, indicating contamination from 
soil or surface water. 

The survey included testing of at least 
eight wells in each of the state’s 102 
counties. The wells were randomly 
selected and spread out on a grid 
pattern. 

The tests are part of a federal Centers 
for Disease Control study of private 
well-water quality in the nine 
Midwestern states affected by the 1993

Statewide, an estimated 400,000 

private wells are used to supply 
drinking-water to households, primarily. 
The:study tested 843 wells. 
Neither state nor county officials _ 
imew how many private wells are being 
used in the Metro East area. 

The study does not cover public water 
supplies relying on wells, such as those 
in East Ailton and Edwardsville. 

As a result of the survey results, local 
health departments and the state 
agency are encouraging at least annual 
testing and more frequent testing if 
wells are being used to serve infants up 
to 6 months of age or people with 
chronic illnesses.

‘Health departments are. ofenng ¢ 
water-sample bottles and will do testing) 
for $10 per well. In the case of Madison 
County, since it does not have a health 
department, the state Public Health 
Department's regional office in 
Edwardsville will help, Schafer said. 

The department now has a toll-free 
hot line — (800) 545-2200 — to provide 
information on private wells. 

New wells have to be inspected and 
meet more rigid standards, but older 
hand-dug or bored wells are most likely 
to be contaminated. The survey showed 
86 percent of the hand-dug wells and. 64 
percent of the bored wells tested 
positive for coliform.

Waite captivates SI 


Aman of honor, Terry Waite 
trusted the promise and 
handshake of a Lebanese Shiite 
Moslem. 

It was January 1987 in Beirut, 
Lebanon. Waite, the emissary 
for the Archbishop of Canterbury 
and expert hostage negotiator, 
had heard hostages Terry 
Anderson and Tom Sutherland 
were ill and depressed. 

His thoughts were with them 
when he agreed to go with the 
Shiite Moslem, who said Waite 
would not be taken hostage. 

“Jf I hadn’t gone and one of 
them had died, I would have to 
live with my conscience for the 
rest of my life,” Waite said. - 

Instead of being driven 
through Beirut to see Anderson 
and Sutherland, Waite was 
blindfolded and dropped into an 
underground tile-lined cell. 

It was the first day of what 
would be nearly five years of

He 
is part of the university’s 
ongoing Arts & Issues cultural 
series. 

‘The 6-foot-7, bearded 
Englishman said he immediately 
declared to himself that despite 
his fear, .‘‘There would be no 
regrets, no self-pity and no vver

Blindfolded day and night, 
Waite was chained at his hands 
and feet in a fetal position. His 
captors continuously 
interrogated him about the 
United States trading arms for 
hostages with Iran, beating him 
on his soles with cables 

Once he was told he had five 
hours to live. Waite wrote-a-let 
ter to the archbishop and his 
wife and children. He prayed. A 
Shiite held a gun to his head and 
again asked what part he played 
in the arms deal. When Waite 
insisted he had done nothing, the. 
man withdrew the gun and said, 
“Another time.”’ 

While Waite credits his 
religious faith for carrying him 
through his ordeal, he said, ‘ 
“Faith did not insulate me from 
suffering.” 


throughout his life; everyone, 
except his family: “‘It was too 
emotionally difficult to bring” ~~ 
back the family too much.” 

Waite began writing and 
rewriting his autobiography in 
his head, a book that was to be 
called Taken on Trust, which 
was published in 199: 

At-a_press conference 
Thursday, Waite said that before 
he was taken hostage, he hated 
being alone. Now he enjoys 
solitude, pursuing what he 
fantasized while held captive: 
writing, lecturing, reading and 
engaging in humanitarian 
activities. 


Waite, who was released in 
November 1991, said fellow for 


-mer hostage Anderson should be 


given all U.S. government 
papers he has.requested, but so 
far has been denied, about the 
country’s dealings with Iran. 

Waite said he does not believe 
‘the United States has been 
truthful. 

“TI think the whole story has 
not come out,” he said of the 
Iran- Contra scandal. ‘‘The 
whole truth may never come 
out.

‘Today's automobiles are 
smaller, lighter, more fuel and 
space efficient. ‘The widespread 
adoption of front wheel drive 
(FWD) has helped make these .

Medical dilemmas surrounding 
terminally ill patients abound 
and compound the difficulty of 
trying to accommodate the 
patient’s wishes. Drafting a 
living will informs family 
members and physicians that 
under certain circumstances you 
do not wish to be kept alive by 
artificial means. This document 
is used in most states when you 
are physically or mentally 
ineapable of expressing your 
desires. - 








If there is any possibility of a 
question of your competency or 
the voluntary nature of the 
execution of this document, it 
should be supported by medical 
confirmation of your competency 
and a clear expression that the 
execution of the document is 
your free act and deed. 

In conjunction with a living 
will, your attorney also may 
recommend (and many states 
require) a health care proxy 
which is sometimes known as a 
durable power for health care. 
Generally, the health care proxy 
and living will each carry out a 
distinct function. The living will 
provides guidance to health care 
personnel and family members 
as to your wishes regarding 
life-sustaining treatment, and the 
health care proxy names the 
person who is responsible for 
making health care decisions on

Another important document 
for estate planning involves 
trusts. Trusts can increase 
administrative convenience, 
protect you from lawsuits and

For example, a trust document 
can specify exact conditions 
about the distribution of assets 
(such as at what age a child will 
receive an inheritance), and can 
allow the trustee the discretion 
to withhold or distribute extra 
assets if prudent or necessary 
In contrast, a simple will 
typically gives your assets to 
your heirs outright. A trust 
provides more assurance than a 
will that your wishes will be 
carried out 

Some people are 
uncomfortable with the prospect 
of their children or spouse 
receiving all of their assets at 
one ) with.no strings attached. 
A trust can be set up that will 
empower the trustee to 
distribute trust income to 
beneficiaries in accordance with 
their needs.

© “With a recent demand for 
more space, we have moved our 
department around quite a bit,”’ 
said Jackie Haug, director of 
PT. “In September 1993, we 
increased our volume and space 
by moving outpatient services to 
the Wolf Medical Building.’’ 

This allowed more equipment 
and treatment booths (16 instead 
of seven) which helped the staff 
accept a larger volume of 
patients and more flexible hours 
to accommodate outpatient 
needs. 

But even with location 
changes, the staff has continued 
to provide the quality care 
patients have come to expect 
from this department. 

“Many people don’t realize all 
the services PT provides,’’ Haug 
said. ‘‘We have inpatient and 
outpatient services, and we 
specialize in hand, occupational, 
speech, physical and orthopedic 
therapy. Our inpatient and 
rehabilitation services are 
‘located on. 3-Doctors inside the 
medical center.”’ 


Physical, occupational and 
speech therapists are located on 
the third floor of the Doctors 
Wing inside the medical center. 
This area is open from 8 a.m. to 
4:30 p.m. for inpatient care as 
well as neuro outpatients. 

: Neuro rehab physical therapy 
cares for patients with a 
neurological di is such as 
cerebral vz 

stroke (CVA), transischemic 
attack (TIA), multiple sclerosis 
and Guillian Barre. Treatment 
includes gait training with and 
without assistive devices, 
transfer training, strengthening 
exercises and balance and 
coordination activities. 
Therapists and PT assistants 
assist patients with exercises 
.and activities which help them. 
regain the use of muscles. 

' Inpatients are seen twice a 
day. Therapists also provide 
patient education and family 


training prior to discharge.

“Stuttering and Your Child: A 
Videotape for Parents” features 
children who exhibit varying 
degrees of stuttering — as well 
as children who are simply 
experiencing normal, 
age-appropriate disfluencies. 

“This video is extremely 
helpful because. it gives parents 
points of comparison. By 
observing other children who 
stutter, they can determine 
whether their child is beginning 
to struggle with a serious 
stuttering problem or simply 
exhibiting the normal speech 
disfluencies that most children

experience when learning to 
speak,” said Dr. Edward G. 
Conture of Syracuse University, 
eminent speech-language 
pathologist and an expert on 
stuttering. 

Speech-language pathologists 
featured on the videotape guide 
th the process of 
assessing a child’s speech, 
describe what parents can 
expect from therapy and suggest 
ways in which parents can 
prevent or reduce-stuttering in a 
child by making changes in their 
own speech patterns. 

“More often than not, the 
speech difficulty will simply 
disappear on its own, but four 

ercent of children will stutter 

ior six months or more, and a 
smaller portion of those may 
develop a chronic problem 
without appropriate therapy,”’ 
said Jane Fraser, president of 
the Stuttering Foundation 

“The video alerts parents to 
signs that show a child might be

moving beyond the kind of 
speech interruptions that are 
normal for his or her age and 
offers suggestions for ways to 
communicate with children to 


‘reduce or prevent stuttering.” 


For example, parents are 
advised to slow the pace of their 
own speech when talking to a 
child who stutters, as speaking 
in a relaxed, unhurried manner. 
encourages the child to do the ~ 
same. & 

It is also recommended that 
arents make an effort to truly 
listen to what the child is 

saying — rather than how it is 
being said 

“Children need to know that 
they have a parent’s full 
attention,” Dr. Conture said.
